Be- 
fore this could be accompHshed an- 
other veteran who had served with 
the C.E.F. in the P.P.C.l1. since 


the commencement of the war stated | 


in a full carrying voice “‘These Ger- 
mans fought more like beasts than 
men—both on land and sea Wwe 
who served in France know that, 
and we should appeal, not alone to 
the local organizations but to every 
power in Canada to keep these men 
out of the Dominion.” This was re- 
ceived with echoing cheers and 
every mark of eppreciation by the 
meeting. 

The following motion, proposed by 
C. W. Stevewright was then put to 
the meeting and carried “That the 
Edmonton branch of the G.W.V.A. 
€0 on record as strongly condemning 
the action of the Dominion govern- 
ment in wishing to bring to Canada 
Germans from Germany.” 


A Sensation 


A sensation developed at this 
juncture when one of the members, 
who stated that he was one of the 
first Edmonton men to land in 

France pleaded that the Germans be 
| given a chance, as all the Teutons 
| were not in the front line and some 
| were better than others. Due to the 

furore of excitement whicn these 

remarks raised it was difficult to 
understand clearly what was going 
on, but amid shouts of “Bit down,” 

“Give them nothing’ and the thun- 

der of the chairman's gavel quiet 

was finally restored. 

It broke out again immediately 
when another member of the same 
mind as the previous epeaker stated 
that he had lost a son in the war, 
but that despite this he was of the 
opinion that if the Germans wished 
to come here and were willing to 
become good citizens thet they 
should be given the opportunity to 
do 80.
